Premier It all I Seeks Conference with 


the Legations in Consequence. 


[Special DIspatcb to tbe Tnmscript.] 


Athens, May 17.-About 30,000 Turks 


advanced on Domokos early this morning. 
The fighting began in earnest at UOOD* 
M. Ralli, the Greek premier immediately 
visited the foreign legations. 


Constantinople, May. 17.—The porte 


has replied officially to the note of the 
powers and declines to agree to an 
armistice until the following conditions 
are accepted: The annexation of Thes- 
saly, an indemnity of £10,000,000 and 
the abolition of the capitulations. The 
porte proposes that plenipotentiaries of 
:he powers should meet at Pharsala to 
discuss the terms of peace and declares 
that if these conditions are declined the 
Turkish army will continue to advance. 


The demand for the annexation of 


Thessaly is baaed upon the fact that 
.he province was originally ceded to 
•reece on the advice of the powers, 


with the object of ending brigandage 
.nd Greek incucelons into Ottoman ter- 
ritory, the porte believing at the time 
that the cession would attain these ob- 
ects; but 
the recent incursions of 


Greek bands and the events Immediate- 
y preceding the war have proved to the 
contrary. This is the substance of the 
reply. 


The embassadors met to consider the 


porte's answer, which is regarded as 
raising an extremely grave issue. It is 
bfelieved that representations will be 
made to the sultan personally to induce 
a modification of these terms, but it is 
foreseen that this will be very diffl- 
cuit, owing to the attitude of the pow- 
erful old Turk war party. 


If the porte should prove obdurate, a 


European conference is not improbable, 
although at present Russia is opposed 
to such a step. 


It 13 regarded as quite certain that 


the powers will not consent to a retro- 
cession of Thessaly. Even Germany Is 
believed to be resolute on this point, be- 
cause it would Involve a violation of 
the Berlin treaty and Imperil the peace 
of the Balkans. 


Altogether, the reply of the porte has 


caused the greatest surprise. It ap- 
pears that during the discussion of the 
note from the powers by the council of 
the sultan's ministers news reached the 
council that 3,000 Greeks had landed at 
Palona and were marching to Janina 
with the intention of co-operating with 
other forces from Arta. This created 
a bad impression among the ministers. 


The council of ministers met again, 


and the sultan has ordered a distribu- 
tion of troops at various points along 
the Salonika railway. 


Official dispatches have been received 


from the commandant at Janina, who 
Bays that a divi&ion of the Greek forces 
approaching the town by a narrow 
gorge from the direction o£ Gremenitza 
charged the heights, of Griboro and Ko- 
koarin, but suffered heavily, losing 2(H 
killed, while on tk$ other side 
the 


Greeks were driven back upon Basken- 
pru (Paraskevi). 


The commandant states also thai 


fighting has occurred at Kumuzades, 
No further details are given, excepl 
that all these battles lasted until even- 
ing and that the imperial troops re- 
tained their positions, with the proba- 
bility that the Greeks will be re-en- 
forced and the fighting renewed.

statement is made as to the Turkish 
losses. 


The Turkish commander at Luros tel- 


egraphs under date of the 15th as fol- 
lows: 


"The outcome of a desperate battle 


lasting two days against a force of 15,- 
000 Greeks is trfat the latter have aban- 
doned the positions on the heights they 
had previously captured and have with- 
drawn to the olive groves of Gremen- 
itza. 


Powers Willing to Act. 


1 London, May 17.—The Times' corre- 
spondent at Athens says: 


M. Ralli, the premier, visited the va- 


rious legations and obtained assurances 
that the powers would undertake to 
prevent any offensive action on the 
part of the Turfes provided the Greek 
forces maintain a strictly defensive at- 
titude. On this understanding he Im- 
mediately wired the commanders of the 
5-reek divisions at Domokos, Sourpl and 
Arta. Instructine 


Greek* Driven Back. 


Athena, May 17.—The Greek army In 
Splrus has been compelled to fall back 
n Arta, but continues to occupy a few 
ositions bcjund the bridge. The Greek 
osses at Griboro were 558 killed and 
founded, 33 being officers. 
It is stated that the government has 
irdered the forces in Thessaly and in 
Spirus to remain strictly on the de- 
ensive. 


Germany Advises the Sultan, 


London, May 17 —A dispatch to The 


>aily Mail from Constantinople dated 
Saturday says: 


"Germany is urging the sultan to in- 
1st upon the European control of 
3reek finances as the only means of se- 
uring the payment of an indemnity. 
Representatives of the Deutsche bank 
vlil arrive next Saturday to realize on 
he promise of important concessions 
rhlch the sultan has made to the 
tank." 


Greek Fleet Inactive. 


London, May 17.—The correspondent 


of The Times at Almyros, under date 
cf Thursday, says: 


"The Greek fleet IE inactive. Half the 
rsaels are off the island of Skiathos. 


The other half are In Almyros bay. It 
s said that the officers are furious with 
he admiral, who is evidently held back 
ty orders from Athens."

The company does busi- 
ness on a basis not requiring cash and it 
deals generally in what are termed the 
luxuries of life, something to make home 
pleasant find yet what people can do 
without. But under the system arranged 
by the supply company the luxuries can 
be secured without any outlay at all,other 
than the payment of regular prices paid 
for goods in other stores, and having ap- 
propriate stamps placed in books fur- 
nished by the supply company. In sub- 
stance the object of the Company is to 
benefit the buyer and seller. There are 
no restrictions as to where purchases can 
be made but just as soon as the book is 
properly filled with the stamps put ther& 
by the several local dealers, such as bak- 
ers, grocers, butchers, dry goods people, 
clothing men, furniture houses, etc., it 
represents a certain amount of money at 
the supply company's atore and articles 
can be purchased, or premiums secured, 
for the book. The stamps represent one- 
tenth of the total purchases in the several 
stores. For instance, if f5 worth of gro- 
ceries are purchased, fifty stamps repre- 
senting fifty cent?, are placed in the book. 
The company haa met with success in

FUNDS ARE LACKING. 


The Conclusion Regarding the Enlarg- 


ing of the North Adams Hospital. 


For months the ladiei of the hoipital 


board of control and committee detailed 
for the work, haye been considering tbe 
possibility of enlarging and improving 
the hospital. It hu seemed to be abso- 
lutely fcccessiry to do this in order to 
carry on tbe present obligations of the 
imtltntion and to meet the ever increas- 
ing demands. Available funds have been 
carefully considered, plans and specifica- 
tions most studiously 
examined, and 


all means possible sought, for furthering 
the 
pressing 
requirements, 
yet it 


seems advisable in 
the present de- 


pressing condition of finances and busi- 
ness, to defer to a more favorable time, 
tbe building that It was hoped could be 
done this spring. 


Much of tbe money that the board of 


control has in trust, is limited to its use 
by conditions which render building re- 
sources, comparatively meagre, and while 
some absolutely necessary repairs must be 
completed this year, the long desired and 
much needed enlarging of the hospital 
will have to be delayed, tilll such a time 
as the managers can find financial re- 
sources adequate to the necessary expense. 
This is a deplorable fact, in view of the 
daily increasing demands upon tbe minis- 
trations of such an institution, crowded 
and pressed on all aides, the good work 
of mercy and aid to suffering humanity is 
sadly limited, and the ladies of the board 
of control regret exceedingly that the 
moat acceptable plans of the architect 
E. T. Barlow, cannot at once be carried 
out, but the policy of the managers wil 
not admit of incurring debt which, in th 
present state of general depression, would 
seem unadvifiable.
